The qudstion of the length of 
time taken to raise steam dovs not 
renily enter Into the case because 
the “Knu Sing," having bean 
specinily built, for rescue work jn 
typhoons, was designed on the as- 
sumption that there would be 
ample {ime for raising steam after 
the typhoon warning is received, 
It should be emphasised that she 
was not designed for,any purpose 
for which quick steam-raising ip 
required, and this is borne dut by 
the terms of reference to tho 
Chamber of Commerce Special 
Committee, as set out in a letter 
from the Government to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, dnted 26th Sept., 
1926, in which the object of the 
proposed tug wasn stited to be 
“rescue work in the harbour dur- 
ing typhoon weather.” ;
